what Dies Didn't 

The script for the show wiH be based 


on flies of the Japanese-Amerierm Lieagne 
seized by Dies agents, he annoonced. These 
files, he said, show close communication be- 
, tween WRA o^ials and representatives of 
the^ League. But what all this proves re- 
mained a little vague after 45 minutes with 
: Mr. Dies. Under questioning Dies:

was ”Siie organization of Japanese- 
Am^cans to eo-operate with Government 
officials in the evacuatioii program, 
f Gave no evidence that any of the Japa^ 
nese released by WRA have engaged in any 
subversrt^e activity. 

At first Dies contended that some of th© 
Japanese were responsible for inciting re- 
cent race clashes. But when pressed to nom® 
names ^ he could name only one (and 
couldn't pronounce it). That man, he said, 
had been fomenting race haired in Detroit 
in 1933. Asked for more recent oxhibitsu 
Mr, Dies said: 

“I have none that I would like to bring 
out before tlie hearings " 

Spankings Are Due 

! Another phase of the hearings will fea- 
ture the three Japanese-Amerieans recently 
hired by Ickes to work on his Marjdand 
farm, Mr, Dies said they might be called to 
the stand. He .‘?aid he had no evidence indi- 
cating that die three wore subversive. 

Justice and War Depts. official, as well 
as WRA heads, will he spanked in the 
course of the new hearings. Dies hinted, but 
lie omitted the details. 

Toward die end, when the reporters 
started really despairing of headlines, some- 
body asked whedier Communists were in- 
volved in the Japanese- American League^ 
Dies replied promptly that “we have found 
evidence of Communist infiltration”' and 
seemed pleased at the astuteness of tli© 
question.
